EDMUND YATES’ TRIBUTE TO CHURCHILL’S 
SUCCESS IN OFFICE.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer Developing 
a Turn for Humor-—Inevestigating the Gov- 
ernment Expenditures—Parnell’s Bill Mis- 
carries ~ Salisbury to Veto the Russian 
Nominee for the Bulgarian Throne— 
Gladstone—Henry Irving and Ellen Terry 
~—London Gossip.

Loxpox, September l4.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill has been doing excellently well as 
leader of the House daring the last ten days. 
He has been conciliatory where conciliation 
was necessary and firm where firmness was 
prudent. The result has been made with the 
business before the House. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer is also. developing a quality 
which is of great assistance to a Parilamentary 
leader—namwely, a turn for humor and the 
light treatment of serious questions. If you 
have to say no to a question it is something to 
be able to do so im a manner which 
amuses the House and does not offend the in- 
terrogator. ‘‘If any of Churchill's friends 
are anxious about his health and ability 
to bear the strain of his present high office,’’ 
writes a correspondent, ‘‘they should have 
seen him at the Royal Theater last Saturday 
night. Isat within afew seats of him, and was 
pleased to see how readily he threww off the 
cares of state and how heartily he entered 
into the fun of the piece. His laughter was of 
the most genuine kind, loud and prolonged. 
Perhaps his detractors willl see in this 
light-heartedness a fresh proof of his 
flippancy and want of ballast; but 
there must be a strong vein of 
human sympathy ina man who oan see a joke 
and enjoy it so thoroughly. I, forone, am 
giad to think that the young Chancellor of Ex- 
chequer can play as well as work hard.’’ 
INVESTIGATING GOVERNMENT EXPENDITURES, 

The Government expect great things from 
the Commission on Spending in the depart- 
ments. Churchill always believed that there 
is an enormous waste in our pubilec depart- 
ments, and is going to make an effort to find 
out where that waste is and can be stopped, 
The commission is to be stronigly constituted. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer hopes its 
investigations will result in saving mill- 
ions, and is anxious to beat the 
Radicals in flelds which they have always 
claimed asthelrown. Hewlll certainly turn 
the tables on them if he can cut down the ex- 
penditures by two or three millions (for thatis 
the figure mentioned), without impairing the 
efficiency of the service. 

I hear that Sir Michael and Lady Hicks- 
Beach mean to make the Secretary’s lodge in 
Phoenix Park the center of social galety once 
more, such as it was during the dynasty of 
Lord Naas. 

PARNELL’S BILL. 

Mr. Parnell’s little bill has miscarried, 
When he announced it last week, the Oppost- 
tion expected greatthings from it. It would 
divide the Tories and Liberal Unionists, is 
might even introduce a discordant elements 
among the Conservatives themselves. Some 
of ite provisions appeared so moderate, thas 
even the Government itself would be putina 
difficulty. I believe Lord Churchill showed 
some signs of wavering, but when Lord Harm 
ington saw how matters stood, he at once 
returned totown. He found both Salisbury 
and Chamberlain of the same mind as himself, 
They agreed that it would be an error to dis. 
turb the Irish land question this year. The 
ministry at once decided to take a firm ground 
and the bili will be thrown out. 

THE BULGARIAN QUESTION. 

Lord Salisbury, I hear, is waiting his time to 
take action on the Bulgarian question. He 
was unable to sustain Prince Alexander on the 
Bulgarian throne in opposition to Russia, bus 
when the tirne comes he will veto the Russian 
nominee for the position. 

GLADSTONE. 

I hear Gladstone is diverting bhimseif during 
his stay at the Tegern See by writing a the- 
ological pamphiet, which, however, will not 
be published Letore this winter. It is possible 
that Mr.and Mrs. Gladstone will go to Italy 
fortwo or three months about Christmas. Mr. 
Gladstone has been annoyed by the Radical 
revolt against Arnold Moriey

Both engineers and 
firemen saved themselves by jumping. 
The excursion train consisted of one bag- 
gage car,one smoker and eleven coaches. 
Only those in the smoking-car were hurt, it 
being completely telescoped by the baggage- 
car, Only a partial list of the killed can be 
given at present.

Suggestions of Compromises—The Bulgarian

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, September 14.—Parnell’s bill, which 
has been printed, does not make a good im- 
pression. There seems no chance of passing 
it as itstands. The reduction of the deposit 
on which to suspend eviction from 75 to 
70 per cent of the rent in ar- 
rears, and the extension of the Dill 
to next year’s rent, have created a suspicion, 
moreover, that the measure is too loosely 
drawn and will afford no protection against a 
dishonest tenant taking every opportunity of 
shirking payment. Then leaseholders are 
needlessly included. It is true that to obtain 
the support of Gladstone, Mr. Parnell has 
withdrawn his demand for a_ revision 


of the rents on a basis of present 
prices. The bill does not now reopen the land 
act. The Liberal leaders have, however, not 
ret given complete adhesion to the measure.

In any case the Government will have their 
way. They have been pressed to dish Glad- 
stone by accepting the priuciple of suspen- 
sion of evictions pending the report of the 
Government Commission on _ agricultural 
rices, Churchill, supported by Matthews and 
mith, is rather inclined to take this 
advice, but he probably will be overruled by 
a majority ofthe cabinet. The opponents of 
the bill outside are working ardently. The 
Irish Loyal and Patriotic Union have dis- 
tributed returns to members, which profess to 


show by official figures that a good 
harvest is in prospect in Ireland, 
that prices there have not fallen more 


than in England and Scotland, and that the 
tenant right sales chow that the farmers have 
money. The Times backs up this view of the 
situation. The Standard, which is inclined to 
compromise by temporarily suspneding evic- 
tions on the payment of 75 percent into court, 
declares itself hostile to the bill as 
it now stands. On the other band, tbe 
Parnellites declare that as the Earl 
of Fitzwilliam and other good landlords have 
made remissions in rent upto S0per cent, 
they consider that thé necessity of reduction 
is proved. The debate, when it comes on, 
promisestobe bitter, butcannotbe greatly 
prolonged. The House will now probably 
rise for recess at the end of next week. 
THE BULGARIAN MUDDLE. 

The Government is anxious that Alexander 
should not be received here as having any 
connection with Bulgarian politics. It is 
likely that his visit will be postponed. Lord 
Iddesleigh is now at Balmoral. Prince Henry 
of Battenberg is returning alone from Darm- 
stadt. It is said that Prince Waldemar of Den- 
mark will be the favored candidate for the Bul- 
garian throne. He is a brotherof tbe Czarina 
andis aleo a brotherof the King Greece. It 
is thought his election would bring the Bul- 
garians and Greeks into better relations. 
A rapprochement between the two 
States would probably keep Aus- 
tria from Salonica and the Egean Sea, 
which, of course, would be a great score for 
the Russian policy. Finally, the British Gov- 
ernment would never refuse to recognize the 
brother of the Princess of Wales. When the 
Standard definitely throws over Alexander as 
impossible, it is obvious that there is no 
chunce of bis return to Sofia.

CONGRATULATING THE PRINCE. 

DARMSTADT, September 14.—The Bishop of 
Ossory, in behalf of a number of American, 
English and Australian tourists, has sent a tel- 
egram to Prince Alexander congratulating him 
upon his safe return. 

THE SOBRANJE. 

Sorma, September 14.—The Sobranje has 
elected M. Givkoff President. It has also ap- 
pointed committees to draft a reply to the ad- 
dress of the Government to devise and submit 
measures relative to the state of siege which 
the country is in and for a settlement of 
Prince Alexander’s property in the country. 
The State will purchase all this property for 
$400,000, retaining $200,000 of this sum to 
liquidate the Prince's indebtedness to the 
National Bank. This year’s budget calls for 
$10,000,000. 

The Porte has informed the Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment that Turkey accepts Prince Alexan- 
der’s abdication, and promises not to occupy 
Bulgaria so long as the country is quiet, and 
law and order are preserved therein. 

3 BOSSING THE BULGARIANS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, September 14.—The Journal 
de St. Petersbourg says that the Bulgarian 
National Assembly is assailed by every in- 
trigue. It should devote itself to the perma- 
nent interests and future security of the coun- 
try. ‘‘The Assembly,’’ adds the Journal, 
‘*‘has no authority to elect a new Prince to the 
Bulgarian throne.’’ 

NO FOREIGN INTERVENTION. 

OONSTANTINOPLE, September 14.—The Powers 
replying to the Porte’s protest against any 
foreign occupation of Bulgaria declare that 
there will be no foreign intervention in Bul- 
garia. Kussia gives guarantees tothat effect. 

THE THREE EMPIRES AGREE. 

LONDON, September 14.—A dispatch from 
Vienna to the Times says there are rumors in 
diplomatic circles atthe Austrian capital that 
recent negotiations between the three Emper- 
ors have resulted favorably, and that there 
are now good prospects for an agreement 
shortly between Russia, Germany and Austria 
relative to common action in Bulgaria. In re- 
gard to the immediate future the dispatch 


says itis stated that Russia has yielded her | 


plan of proceeding alone on Buigaria, and in- 
tends now to treat the whole question on the 
basis of the treaty of Berlin and submit it to 
the consideration of Europe.

SECRETARY BAYARD INCLINED TO GIVE 
MR. SEDGWICK A CHANCE. 


The Reports Regarding the Special Envoy 
Characterized as shameful — Secretary 
Manning’s Probable Return to the Treas- 
ury Department Temporarily—Appointed 
by the President—Benedict Takes Charge. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 14.—Secre- 
tary Bayard declines to discuss the alleged 
action ofthe American colony in the City of 
Mexico, in adopting resolutions reflecting up- 
on the personal character of Mr. Sedgwick, 


and also condemning the policy of the State 
Department in the Cutting case. Aftera little 
persuasion the Secretary yleided  suffi- 
ciently to state that it was an 
easy matter to call a meeting and adopt reso- 
lutions on any subject, provided certain ends 
were sought to be accomplished. He could 
not say anything about the alleged meeting in 
Mexico, except what he had seen stated in the 
newspapers. Mr. Sedgwick, he added, is ex- 
pected home in about a week and will then 
speak for himself. The Secretary says there 
are two sides to every story and he believes 
in giving every man a chance to be heard in 
his own defense. Mr. Sedgwick’s personal 
character, he thinks, has been assailed ina 
most shameful manner. He isa gentieman of 
intelligence and courage, and will be afforded 
every opportunity to answer the accusations 
which have been heaped upon him. 


Secretary Manning.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 14.—There 
is little if any doubt that Secretary Manning 
will return to take charge of the Treasury 
portfolio on October 1, in accordance with the 


expressed wish of the President. The Secre- 
tary, however, bas said nothing upon the sub- 
ject other than to a few personal friends, 
one of whom. has written a letter to 
some acquaintance here that Mr. Manning 
will returntothe Treasury on the first prox- 
imo, butonly to remain until after the elec- 
tions are over, when he will permanently re- 
tire fromthe Cabinet.

State. 

It turns out that there were buta few 
thousands of the dissatisfied extremists, 
and that,as usual,the solidarity of Repub- 
licanism and prohibition remained un- 
shaken and mustered a majority large 
enough to put BLAINE well forward as the 
candidate of the combination for 1888. It 
encourages the Prohibitionists everywhere 
to cling to the Republican party as 
a good enough Prohibition party 
for State or National purposes, and as 
their only hope in politics.

What the Editors of the New York Journals

NEW YORK, September l4.—‘‘The transfer of 
Eugene Higgins from the position of Appoint- 
ment Clerk in the Treasury Department to 
that of Chief of the Secret Service Division, 
which is reported from Washington as likely 
to be made, would deprive the Republicans of 
one of their most valued bogies.

Strange Confession of a Man 
Arrested in Covington, 
Tennessee. 


He Declares That He Was Paid to 
Do the Deed. ; 


Minute Details of the Crime and 
Circumstances Given. 


The Self-Confessed Murderer Known as 


Arthur Arthbuthnot, Alias A. Le Pittman, 
Alias Charles Walker, Alias Parsons— 
Hired to Slay the Ex-Mayor of East St. 
Louis for $2,500—Implication of a Rail- 
road Man in the Crime—The Confession 
in Full—Correspondence Between Chief 
Halloran and the Sheriff of Tipton County 
—Singular Features About the Case—The 
Authorities Mystified by the Captive’s 
Story. 


The self-confessed murderer of ex-May 
or John B. Bowman of East St. Louis is in the 
custody ofthe law. His name is Arthur Arth- 
buthnot, and the confession of his great crime 
was made in the Covington jail in Tipton 
County, Tenn., where he is at present con- 
fined. About three weeks ago 
Arthbuthnot was arrested in Covington for 
representing himself as a detective. He 
had in his possession papers signed by Chiefs 
of Police in several cities, but Sheriff Taylor 
of Tipton County ascertained that the signa- 
tures were forgeries, and Arthbuthnot’s ar- 
rest followed. While in confinement he in- 
formed one of his fellow-prisoners, with 
whom he struck up an intimacy, that he was 
wanted for a great crime in East St. Louis, 
and that a large reward was 
oftered for his capture. The prisoner 
communicated this intelligence to Sheriff Tay- 
lor, and at the latter’s suggestion the prisoner 
made endeavors to extract more information 
from Arthbuthnot in relation to the crime for 
which the latter had told him he was wanted. 
Aithough the prisoner frequently plied Arth- 
buthnot with questions it was some days be- 
forehe became more communicative about 


the crime which he had committed.

Arthbuthnot 
states that he threw away the pistol 
between Eighth and Ninth streets, but it willbe 
remembered that the weapon with which the 
crime is supposed to have been committed 
was found in the lot between Ninth and Tenth. 
If the story was told by the prisoner merely 


for the purpose of creating a sen- 
sation it is certainly ingenious- 
ly concocted, although there are 


several points in it which seem incredible. 
In the first place, the reason for the prisoner 
confessing that he had committed sucba 
crime, when it wouid probably never have 
been known otherwise, is not apparent, He 


himself says that he was prompted 
to do so by a feeling of remorse and 
to escape a case against him in 


Mississipp!|. Thata man who would under- 
take the committal of such a dastardly deed 
as the assassination of ex-Mayor Bowman was, 
could be stricken by remorse of conscience is 


possible, but that he would confess to a 
murder for which he was sure to be 
hanged in order to escape from 


being arrested for some other crime in 
eee pe ee is highly improbable. Again it is 
hard to believe that if he received $1,000 in 
gold at Grand Tower, Mo,, from ‘‘his princi- 
pal’’ as he says he did that he would not skip 
with the money and allow ‘‘his principai’’ to 


find some other man to carry out his 
dastardly intentions. His explanation 
that he did not intend to kill 


Mayor Bowman, but had resolved to carry him 
off to some private asylum and keep himin 
confinement is the most incredible of all, for 
the reason that Mr. Bowman was a powerfully 
built man, and such an attempt by one man 
would be ridiculous. 

These are about all the worst points in the 
story and, outside of these, it bears all the 
semblance of truth. 

OHIEF HALLORAN 

was seen this morning by a POST-DISPATCH 
reporter and willingly furnished him with all 
the above correspondence between himself 
and Sheriff Taylor. When asked for his opin- 
ion about the confession, he said that 
he would not place too much reliance 
in its accuracy until after further develop- 
ments. '

Theodora.

NEW YORK, September 14.—Victorien Sar- 
dou’s ‘‘Theodora’’ was presented at Niblo’s 
last night, with Bernhardt three thousand 
milesaway. Sardou in writing ‘‘Theodora’’ 


went back tothe days of Flavius Anicus Justini- 
anus, one of the greatest of the Byzantine 
Emperors, for his subject. Theodora, the Em- 
press of Justinian, is one of the most pic- 
turesque figures in all history, the daughter of 
a keeper of wild beasts, an unscrupulous 
and depraved woman. She became, by one of 
those freaks of chance which play their parts 
in despotisms as well as in republics, pos- 
sessed of regal power. The dramatic incidents 
Sardou’s masterpiece, its magnificent back- 
gkround among the scengs of splendor which 
furround the Byzantine Emperor, and the 
wonderful suceess of Bernhardt in the role of 
Theodora, have long been known by rumor 
to the publi-« of America. But at 
length somethlug more than hearsay is given 
us On which to buse an estimate of the play it- 
self. It was written for Bernhardt, who is pe- 
cullarly fitted by nature and experience to fill 
he part. But, wih an ambitious courage 
worthy of her country, a Brooklyn girl comes 
before us and plays the role of Theodora. Was 
her rendition a success? Were the perscn- 


aces of Sardou the inspiration of 
& magnificent and the encourage- 
Iént of a packed house sufficient to 


make Miss Lilien Olcott a worthy rival of 
Sarah Bernhardt? Well, in the first place,

To say that Miss Wainwright made a charm- 
ing Beatrice is only to give her her just due.

This impressed one as being her- 
self,and yetthe keen repartee and galling 
sarcasm comes laughingly and effectively from 
ber lips, the rollicking humor sat lightly and 
gracefully on her shoulders. Her raillery was 
more the rippling spirits of a careless, quick- 
witted girl than the cutting mock- 
ery of a cynical or  harsh-tempered 
woman. It was a conception of Beutrice 
which did honor te her own nature 
and captivated heraudience. The naive and 
ingennous treatment of her lovemaking 
scenes with Benedick were capital. She was 
effective and spirited from beginningto end 
and with Mr. James was called before the cur- 
tain at the close of each act. 
Mr. James was the foil to his wife’s brillian- 
cy, but his Benedick was an intelligent and in- 
teresting conception, and was admirably 
maintained. It was clearcut and telling in 
every line and action.

Any one of the twelve colossal canvases 
displayed last night in his pictures ofthe war 
shown at Pope’s Theater, is worthy of a gal- 
lery ofitsown and continued study by the 
spectator.

SALE OF SEATS FOR THE GREAT CONCERT 
OF NEXT WEEK. 


One-Haltf of the Reserved Tickets to Be Sold 
in Advance, the Balance on the Day of 
the Concert—A General Holiday—Arrange- 
ments for the Press—Indiana Coming by 
Boat—Conclave Chat. 


The reserved seat tickets for the Oharity 
Concert were received bythe Triennial Com- 
mittee last evening and were put on sale this 
morning. By 10 o’clock over 100had been 
sold. Forty of these were on ofders received 
yesterday. A Decatur (Ill.) Commandery tel- 
egraphed for five tickets. The only 
place for the sale of the tickets now 
is 1115 Olive street, the headquarters of the 
Triennial Committee, but they will be put on 
sale in some of the retail stores on Olive street 
and Broadway this afternoon. The tickets are 
circularand are to be suspended by a string 
from the button hole.

Each ticket is number- 
ed, Shortly after the tickets were put on sale 
it was found that two words on them had been 
misspelled, and they were ordered reprinted.

There are forty-six boxes in front of the sec- 
ond tier of seats in the stand. Each one holds 
six seats.

The boys traveled in 
crowds and kept the large force of Exposition 
watchmen busy following them up. Picture 
cards were in great demand.

A large num- 
ber of the efforts to secure such contributions 
have been abortive, and asin one of the let- 
ters printed below, the sugplies sent from St. 
Louis are noted as the first relief arriving in 
the stricken country. Since the movement 
began, and up to to-day the total of subscrip- 
tions obtained in St. Louis is $5,835. 
This is exclusive of some $600 worth 
of supplies contributed. The money was ex- 
pended for bacon, meal, flour and seed 
wheat, every purchase being made below the 
market price. One dealer after another has 
been called upon to sell supplies, and heavy 
discounts have been obtained in each case. 
The goods have been loaded by Mr. Charlies A. 
Cox at Cox & Gordon’s warehouse and have 
been shipped free of all charges by the rail- 
roads, the Miesouri Pacific contributing the 
largest share of this transportation. The 
distance to the nearest county is about eight 
hundred miles and the rate er 
car is between $100 and $150. ‘he 
table of cars shipped to date printed 
below shows that the railroads have con- 
tributed not less than $1,200 to the relief of 
Texas. The cars have been sent through with 
reinarkable promptness, averaging 360 miles a 
day onthetrip. The following counties have 
received supplies: 

Stephens Bounty, one and a half cars; Brown 
County, one car; Coleman County, one car 
anda half; Eastland County, one car; Palo 
Pinto County, one andahalf cars; Callahan 
County, one car; Comanche County, one car; 
Runnels County, one car; Taylor County, half 
car; Young County, one car; Jones County, 
half. car; Stonewall Oounty, half car; total, 
eleven and a half cars. 

To-day Mr. Cox shipped car lots to each of 
the coRawing counties: Stephens, Palo Pinto, 
Young, and half cars to Jones and Stonewall 
Counties. These cars contain bacon and corn- 
meal. They will be foliowed by cars for 
Taylor and Comanche Counties to-morrow.

Unless we 
can get wheat for sowing this fall I don’t see 
how we will bein any better condition next 
year; we are unable to buy.

Everything will be done 
right only the destitute receiving sup- 
plies from contributions: All shipments 
should be made to me as County Judge, as I 
am President ofthe Relief Committee for the 
whole county.

COTTON IN MISSOURI, 


A Sporadic Crop Grown ina St. Louis Back 
Yard. 


Referring to the growing of box cotton in 
St. Louis asa variety a gentleman on ’'Change 
said to a reporter to-day: ‘‘At 5812 Michigan 
avenue, corner Elwood street, Carondelet, 
there is growing ina back yard a few stalks of 
cotton plang that would do no discredit to the 
Brazos or Bed River bottoms. They are six 
feet high and full of bloom and bolis. A 


dozen or more of the taller are already open 
showing their fleecy contents; the bolis are 
as large and well developed as the average 
growth of Texas.’’ 

In earivy years many farmers of Central 
and Southern Missouri ruised considerable 
cotton for home uses. As late as 1853 Judge 
Ewing, father of the Hon. H. Clay Ewing, 
then living near Jefferson City, not only raised 
cotton but manufactured it into clothing for 
his negroes. 

The valley of Virginia ts on the same lati- 
tude as St. Louis, though of lessaltitude. At 
Lynchburg there used to be amillfor cotton 
spinning, and it must have depended to a 
great extent uponthe surrounding country 
forasupply of the raw material. While Mis- 
souri may not be a profitable climate for the 
growing of cotton, itisa possible one. In 
southern Missouri cotton Is easily raised.

Aiter passing the Limes Beach 
slowed down and paddled on to 


the winning post, which he passed In 22 min. 
46 sec., &@ winner by about seven lenetiis, 
though he was fouled by a skiff a few yards 
from the post. Teemer sculled up to the post 
19 seconds afterward. W. Beach thus tukes 
first prize and Teemer second, while Bubear 
and Matterson each receive £112 1Us., and l’er- 
Kins, Lee and Ross take £50 each. Besides 
this there is a share of the money taken on 
board the steamers—no iInconsiderable sum. 
The race did not, according to the conditions, 
carry with it the title of Champion of the 
World, but if Beach had been beaten the win- 
ner would have had a considerable claim to 
the title. 

The result of the race has proved beyond a 
doubt that Beach is a most extraordinary 
sculler, and it is clear that he was yesterday in 
his bestform. His peculiar style is that which 
was in vogue on the Thames upward of twenty 
years ago, and which was taken to Australia 
by a north country sculler, plus the use of the 
sliding seat. He has his seat fixed very highin 
his boat, and his work is consequently much 
higher, and he can clear his sculis inuch more 
easily than the Americans. He is ainan of 
tremendous power, and the way he keeps bis 
boat going ata slow stroke is marvelous, and 
there is now no wonder, at any rate in this 
country, that he should on two separate occa- 
sions Lave so easily beaten Hanilan. He has 
inude two other matches—one against Gaudaur 
on the lsth, and another against Wallace Koss 
on the 2oth inst., but there isa possibility of 
one at least of these falling through. Teemer 
yesterday sculied in worse form than when he 
rowed Matterson, and it is some satisfuction 
to find the prize carried off by a man who 
sculis long and cleanly, pniling his stroke well 
through, ratherthan to one who rows two 
strokes as it were, and does the greater part 
of bis work with a kick of the legs and a jerk 
of the body. The latter form is that 
exhibited by most of the American 
scullers, but Matterson's style re- 
serpoles Beach’s in a great measure. 
Matterson, by taking Teemer's water on ‘lues- 
day, put himself in an awkward position, and 
there are many now who think thatifhe were 
to row Teemer again he would defeat him. 
Bubear and Perkins rowed in fair form, but 
they are at best only second-rate men as com- 
pared with Beach. Hanian, it seems, was
